FROM  HELL- 

NOT  long  fince  an  hone  ft  Yeoman  comtning 
up  to  Londonjio  petition  to  the  moft  honou- 
rable High  Court  ofTarlUment  in  his  own 
behalfe^for  an  efpeciall  wrong  he  had  received  from 
certaine  Proje£tors5who  had  encroached  upon  apar- 
cell  of  his  Free-hold)  neere  to  the  Common  where 
he  dwelt^by  dire&ion  of  fome  well-minded  people, 
came  into  rveftminfter  Hall,  where  having  walked  a 
long  time  up  anddown,&  not  knowing  unto  whom 
to  deliver  his  petition3among  fo  many  hundreds  that 
he  met  vvithall,  at  laft  being  defirous  to  take  fome 
repaftjwherewith  he  might  revive  &  comfort  him- 
felfc,he  came  to  a  place  neere  adjoyning3which  was 
tearmed  by  the  name  of  Hell,and  having  well  fatif- 
fied  himfelfe  with  fucha  portion  of  meat  &  drinke 
as  he  thought  might  content  his  appetite^e  deman- 
,  ded  what  might  be  to  payjand  finding  the  reckoning 
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to  be  beyond  his  expe£tetion,he  grew  very  much  dif- 
contented  at  the  payment  thereof,  and  repairing  pre- 
fently  to  his  Lodging,  being  not  farre  off,  and  being 
very  much  perplexed  at  his  Former  Reckoning,he  re- 
folved  at  the  laft  to  betake  himfelfe  to  his  Bed,  and 
not  long  after  falling  into  a  flumbring  fleepe  (divers 
Whimzies  and  diver  llties  of  Motions,  fvvimming  in 
hisbraine  of  the  fuppofed  Hell  where  he  had  for- 
merly beene)hedream>d  he  was  in  the  true  and  locall 
Hell  indeed : 

Where  being  affrighted  with  the  apparitions  of 
divers  hideous  and  ugly  deformed  diabolicall  Fiends, 
who  were  by  his  cogitation  numberle(Te,he  was  tran- 
fportedby  hisfancietothe  great  Court  of  Grand 
Pluto  ,  who  being  attended  with  a  multitude  of  his 
blacke  Guard  ,  and  other  his  ftigmaticall  Officers, 
there  was  an  inftant  hurly-burly  and  combuftion  in 
the  Court  ,  about  the  fuddennefle  of  Grand-Pluto 
falling  into  a  greevous  ficknefle ,  wherefore  all  the 
Court  Do&ors  of  Hell  being  fummoned  to  appeare 
(  with  an  infinit  company  of  Witches,Conjurers,& 
Sorcerers,,  fetcht  from  all  other  places,  to  give  their 
beft  advice  therein,  were  admitted  into  his  princely 
Chamber,  and  having  caft  his  water,  and  debated 
fhe  matter  a  long  time  about  the  difficulty  of  his 
Difeafe,at  length  they  all  agreed,  that  he  fell  lick  of 
a- Parliament*. 

Whereupon  Proclamation  being  made  in  Piutos 
name  throughout  all  his  Hellifh  Dominions,  to  any 
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vvhatfoever  to  repaire  unto  his  Court >widi  pflomifes 
of  great  reward  and  fa  vour from  him,  that  could  by 
any  wayes  comfort  him  in  this  behalfe.  Vpona  fud- 
den  there  appeared  a  multitude  in  long  button  dCaf- 
focks,high  ColIars5and  fquare  Caps,  with  fmill  fal- 
lidg  Bands  about  their  Necks,  who  feemed xo  firrve 
agiinft  all  others,  to  be  the  firft  that  might  be  ad- 
mitted into  his  prefence ,  and  thefe  were  reported  to 
be  a  company  oflefuites,  who  were  the  deere  chil- 
dren of  i^^who  hearing  that  their  Father  was  lick 
came  in  all  fubmilfive  manner  to  vi {it  him  ,  and  to 
offer  their  fervice  unto  him  ,  and  withall  informed 
him,that  if  there  were  any  Defigne,  Pra&ice,  Plot, 
Device,Study,  or  other  ftratagem  vvhatfoever,  that 
could  adminifter  him  any  comfort,  or  wherein  they 
might  any  wayes  exprefle  their  duty  unto  him ,  or 
further  enlarge  hisKingdome,they  would  ride,runne, 
goe,trot,or  what  not  to  performe  his  pleafure  there- 
in,and  withall,defiredhim  tobe  of  good  cheere,  and 
to  be  comforted  in  his  Children,  who  were  ready  at 
all  times  to  wait  his  will  and  pleafure  3and  to  execute 
vvhatfoever  he  fhould  commando ; 

Hereupon  they  defired  their  Father  Pluto  to  take 
notice  of  the  former  care  they  had  to  enlarge  his 
Kingdoms,  by  animating  the  great  Metropolitan  to 
be  a  Wanes  to  bring  in  Popery,  and  to  doe  the  beft 
fervice  he  could  therein. 


And  withall  {hewing  how  they  had  fowedfeditlcn 
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and  difcord{amongft  the  Snglifb  Here  ticked  prd- 
voked  the  Scottish  Hereticksto  rebell  againft  their 
lawfull  King,and  to  intrude  into  the  Territories  of 
this  Land;and  alfo  had  animated  their  beloved  Bro- 
ther Cardinaticle  Rich  lieu  toraife  a  puiflant  Army 
for  the  invafion  of  this  Land  in  two  feverall  places, 
(viz.)at  Dover  and  Tort  [mouthy  fiich  times  as  the 
King  was  fuppofed  to  be  moft  deeply  employed  in 
his  warre  againft  the  Scots  5  and  hkewife  have  wee 
not  procured  your  great  Secretary  of StatefDon  An- 
tonio ^emonibm  to  make  an  efpeciall  inrolement  of 
all  their  names  in  yourKalendar,amongft  thofe  your 
deare  Servants,^*  blotters  of  the  gunpowder  Trea- 
fon^and  thofe  renowned  Comp  lot  ters  of  the  former  inva- 
fion into  this  Land  in  88.  and have  not  onely  animated 
many  noble  perfonages,  and  others to  ajsift  vs  in  our 
great  Dejigne  of  bringing  in  of  Popery  into  this  Landy 
but  have  alfo  procured  divers  Topifh  Books  to  be  prin- 
ted openlyjhereby  the  better  to  encourage  your  High- 
nejje^deere  Fatherland  the  more  to  enlarge  your  King- 
dome. 

And  for  Courts  of  Juftiee3have  we  not  alfo  by  our 
power  and  authority  joyned  with  our  dreadfull  and 
High  CommifTion,brought  to  pafle,that  if  any  He- 
retike,under  the  degree  ot  a  Lord,fliould  but  put  on 
his  Hat  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service^we  kept  him 
in  our  Ecclefiafticall  clutches  fiue  or  fixe  yeares  to- 
gether. And  have  we  not  likewife  in  the  Courts  of 
Chancery  ^  Kings-Bench^  or  common  TleM,  procured 
diuers  wayes  and  meanes  wherby  many  men  (though 
their  caufe  were  never  fo'  juft)  have  teene  either  by 
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continual!  delayes  wearied  in  their  St?ites3orby  ex- 
torted  Fees,Bribery,ot  other  D<?w*Jrdriven  to  fell 
and  morgage  their  lands>goods,and  whatfoever  they 
have  bin  poflefled  off,that  a  man  might  have  vvorne 
out  iBuff-jerkins  in  that  fpice,&yet  they  feldom  or 
never  had  an  end  of  their  liutes5but  hav  e  bin  fleeced 
and  jeered  out  of  their  demeanes  ,  fo  long  as  they 
could  procure  either  niony  or  fnendsyand  yet  it  hath 
bin  carryed  fo  neatly  and  cunningly^  as  if  the  courfe 
of  Iuftice  had  bin  exa&ly  performed. 

And  for  the  Court  of  Sxchequery  we  are  able,  fur- 
ther to  tefiife  mto you^deare  Father) out  of  our  owne 
knowledge,  that  it  is  one  of  the  heft  Courts  belonging  to 
your  inf email  Kingdome,  for  if  a  fuite  be  once  com- 
menced there  jheyhzze  fo  many  delayes  by  putting  in 
of  "Tie  as  snaking  of  ^Motions, putting  off' a  fuite  from 
Terme  toTerme^fter  a  zerdiBgizenyor  framing  fom& 
excufes  to  arifefrom  the  Bench \when  a  C&ufe  appoin- 
ted for  the  day  fhould  be  beard,  or  to  caufe  Motion 
upon  ^Motion  to  he  made^  whereby  fo  mazy  Orders  of 
the  Cfurtmujt  be  drawne  zp,or  pretendiug  the  Court 
not  to  be  full,  with  other  Jini(ler  devices  and  fleights 
there  zfed  $  that  wee  have  knowne  fome  men  to  haz  e 
ferzed an  zsfpprenticefljifo.aad  bin  made  Free-meny 
andralfo  to  have  married  Wives^  and  . had  children^ 
and  yet  the  fuit  formerly  commenced  not-  ended. 
Therefore,deare  Father  ^luto^e  of  good  comfort, 
and  take  it  not  fo  much  to  heart3fo  long  as  you  have, 
fuchdutifull  children  *and  loving  fubje^  5  alftiring 
your  feJfe,  that  we  will  c oe  our  beft  endeavours  to- 
recover  you  of  this  Difeafe. 


Prefently  after  this,there  came  a  company  of  fel- 
lowes  with  broad  Seales  about  theit  necks,  who  were 
nominated  to  be  Pluto  s  Ioumey-men,and  had  the  ti- 
tle of  Patentees^  who  alfo  hearing  that  their  Grand- 
Mafter  was  fuddenly  falne  ftck,  prefented  themfelves 
in  all  humble  manner,^*?  further  to  exprejje  their  du- 
ty and  obedience  vnto       Relating  unto  their  hellilh 
Mafter  ,  that  according  to  their  power  and  his  ap- 
pointment, they  had  ever  bin  obedient  and  faithful! 
fervants  unto  him,  in  oppre  fling  and  fqueezingthe 
Commoil-wealth,and  that  they  intended  to  continue 
therein,  to  the  end  of  their  daycs,and  by  what  meanes 
they  could  poflibly  invent  or  devife,they would  fhew 
themfelves  to  be  dutifull  fervants  unto  him,  in  rack- 
ing, poling,and  pinching  the  poore  both  in  city  and 
country  jvnder  pretence  of  doing  good  ingenerall  to  the 
whole  Common-wealthy  and  further  declared  vnto  their 
Grand- Mafter  ,  that  in  all  their  projeBs  whatfoever^ 
they  had  fheltred  themf  4 ves^  vnder  fome great  Patron^ 
the  better  to  colour  their  fraud  and  deceit  :  and  like- 
wife,    that  in  cafe  they  had  any  colour  of  fetting 
the  poore  ofi*worke,  for  a  generall  good,  they  might 
with  authority  and  ftriftneffe  the  more  covertly  hide 
their  cunning  and  knavery,and  withall  affured  their 
great  Mafter,  that  they  would  fit  up  late,  rife  early, 
and  fpare  no  paines  to  encreafe  his  Kingdome ,  and 
humbly  craved  his  approbation,  that  they  might  bee 
further  imployed  either  herein,  or  in  what  other  buf- 
ne/Jejn  that  nature 'it  pleafed him  to  command. 
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Whereunto  Pluto  replyed,  that  they  had  all  done 
well,  and  left  them  at  their  owne  difpofing  to  doe 
what  they  found  to  be  convenient,  and  fo  they  were 
difpatched  for  the  prefent. 

Not  long  after,Cerierus  thePorter  ofHelI,brought 
tydings  vnto  the  palace  of^/^that  there  was  a  poft 
arrived  with  a  picket  of  Letters  from  little  will ; 
whereupon  Don  lAntonio  Veir/oKfius^hischiefeSc- 
cretarie  of  State,was  prefently  fent  for  to  read  them 
vnto  PlutOytht  contents  whereof,as  farre  as  could  be 
gathered  by  thofe  that  were  neere  about  him,was  to 
this  effe&jThat  the  faid  little  ^///,with  divers  other 
great  perfonages  of  the  State,  would  with  all  conve- 
nient fpeed  that  might  bee,  come  m  perfon  to  vifit 
his  greatnefle,  and  there  to  remaine  with  him  in  his 
Court.  Whereat  Pluto  being  very  glad,began  to  be 
fomewhat  chearefull  at  the  hearing  of  this  newes, 
calling  him  by  name  the  Sonne  of  his  love,  and  fur- 
ther fiid,  he  had  not  thought  to  have  feene  him  fo 
foone,as  now  by  his  letters  directed  vnto  him  he  did 
expert:  and  thereupon  Pluto's  chiefe  Secretaire  of 
ftate  was  commanded  to  fend  an  anfwer  of  the  faid 
packet  of  Letters  by  the  fame  poft  to  little  fvilljxA 
the  other  great  perfonages  of  State  aforefaid,  how 
glad  he  would  be  of  their  appearance  in  his  Court, 
and  what  courteous  entertainment  they  fhould  have 
when  they  came  there.  Then  Pluto  gave  command, 
that  the  poft  fhould  be  Royally  rewarded  for  his 
paines,and  called  the  poft  to  him,&  afked  him  what 
diet  little^/// did  delight  m5becaufe  the  place  where 
I  keepe  Court?  is  of  a  hotter  Climate  theohe  hath 
B  beene 


beene  in  heretofore,  the  poll  made  atffwer  that  little 
Witt  formerly  did  defire  tips  of  eares3but  the  Cooke 
dreflfed  them  with  the  blood  in  them,and  (o  he  tooke 
\  a  furfet,  and  ever  fince  lived  at  a  fparing  diet.  And 
further  told  his  Highnefle  that  he  need  not  be  at  too 
much  charge  for  little  wills  dyet,  he  tooke  delight 
but  in  two  difhes  efpecially,and  they  were  Lamb  and 
Duck,andthofehe  meant  to  bring  with  him.  And 
fuddamly  vponthe  departure  of  the  poft  with  this 
aafwer^Kuto^ve  fir iB  charge  and  command vnto  bis 
infernall  attendants,  that  divers  faireRoomes  fhould 
ieprefently  trimmed  zp,  and  hanged  round  about  with 
Tapt'flry  and  Cloth  of  Arras,  for  the  better  entertain- 
went  of  little  Will  andhis  fellowes,  or  any  that  came 
along  with  him.  Then  I  was  very  defirous  to  know 
what  this  little  will  was,  at  the  fir  ft  I  could  by  no 
meajies  learne,  but  at  laft  lafked  one  that  I  fuppofed 
to  be  of  Pluto's  neere  attendants,  ifheknewhimor 
no,  he  informed  me,  that  he  did  not  know  him,  6ut 
furely  it  was  one  that  as  yet  had  never  been  in  Pluto  s 
Court  before,  and  verily  beleeved  that  he  had  per- 
formed fome  extraordinary  bu fine ffe  in  Pluto  s  be- 
halfe3and  deferved  to  be  highly  advanced  in  his  infer- 
nail  Court,  and  alfo  fuppofed  him  to  be  fome  great 
perfonage,  otherwife  he  would  never  have  received 
the  Packet  of  Letters  which  he  fent  him,  w  ith  fitch 
diferefulnefle,  nor  have  given  fuchaftri£t  com- 
mand to  his  chiefe  Secretary ,and  others  his  infernall 
fervants,  for  his  fpeedy  and  prefent  entertainment 
to  his  Court. 
Andnot,vithftandingthe  fuddainexpe&ation  of 
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little  wills  comming  into  Pluto's  Court  and  the  reft 
of  his  fellowes  >  which  did  not  a  little  comfort  and 
revive  him  in  this  his  lingring  ficknefle,  yet  Pluto 
found  not  all  to  be  well  in  himfelfe,  but  grew  more 
and  more  to  be  perplexed  and  fo  wonderfully  out  of 
patience,  that  his  ordinary  attendants  could  hardly 
keepe  him  in  his  Bed,  infomuch,  that  all  his  Hellifk 
Do&ors  were  once  againe  lent  for  to  corse  with  all 
ipeed  vnto  him,  who  being  came  there,  they  found 
that  he  was  very  dangerouny  fick  indeed,  and  that  he 
vm  fallen  into  a  grievous  relapfe,  and  that  there  was 
no  meanes  left  to  vtcovttPlutos  health,and  to  rertore 
him  to  his  former  ftrength  againe,  or  to  enlarge  his 
infernallKingdome,but  that  by  £bme  device  or  other 
this  prefent  Parliament  might  be  diffolved,  and  bro- 
ken vp,  which  being  fully  agreed  vpon  by  all  his 
Dodors  they  informed  his  Highneffe.  That  if  ever 
be  exp-efledto  y egaine his  former  eft at e,  or  to  get  any 
footing  inEnglandJoemuft  with  allseed  call  age ner all 
Councill  of  all  his  inf email  and  wel-beloued  SubjeB*, 
that  they  might  advife  and  confab  what  way  were  befi 
that  this  prefent  Parliament  might  be  diftohedas  a? 
forefaid. 

Whereupon  Cerberus  by  fpeciall  command  and 
appointment  ofGrandPluto^had  authority  to  fet  the 
gates  ofHell  wide  open,and  that  all  paftengers  what- 
soever, (  none  to  be  denyed  )  might  freely  have  ac- 
ceffe  to  come  and  heare  the  will  and  pleafiire  of 
Pluto^  and  alfo  Charm  was  commanded  with  all  pof- 
fibjle  fpeedtb  provide  himfelfe  of  as  many  Boats 

B  2  as 


as  he  could  to  ferry  them  from  all  parts  and  places 
to  this  purpofe,  and  when  there  was  a  huge  multi- 
tude of  all  forts  gathered  together  in  a  large  and  fpa- 
cious  place3one  of  the  chiefe  Heraulds  belonging  to 
the  internall  court  cryed  out  v.nto  the  aflembly  with 
a  loud  Voice,  to  crave  a  generall  nlence3after  which, 
Pluto  thus  beg^n  : 

My  chare  children,  Servants, Journeymen,  and  well 
approved  Subjects*  you  fee  into  what  a  low  and  weake  e- 
ftate  J  am  brought ■,  and  as  you  have  beene  dutifull  and 
obedient  with  all  diligence  hitherto  to  execute  my  com- 
mands,fo  my  dejire  tSy  that  you  would  alwaies  continue 
vnto  the  end  J  cannot  forget  your  car e,true  love  ,  indu- 
iiry,  and  paines  you  have  taken  in  generally  for  the  en- 
largement of  my  King  nome, and  you  my  belovedT>oBorSy 
in  endeavouring  to  perform }e  your  befl  skilly  to  recover 
my  former  healthy  as  alfo  you  my  dearest  children  whofe 
S  anility,  we  reverence,  whofe  perfons  we  adore,  whofe 
policies  we  wonder  at,  whofe  power  we  miife  at ,  whofe 
invincible  Stratagems  we  ft  and  amazed  at,  and  whofe 
Wifdomes  we  admire,  neither  can  we  but  in  the  fir  ft 
place  exto/l,  applaud,  and  highly  commend  you,  for  your 
?  extraordinary  care  in  advancing  our  infer  nail  Domi- 
nions. 

And  we  are  alfo  pleafed  of  our  infernallgrace  and 
favour,  to  take  notice  of  your  great  fervice  done,  in 
working  the  diffolution  of  the  laft  Parliament,  by 
which  meanes  nothing  was  effe&ed  for  the  good  of 
the  Hereticks,either  concerning  the  church  or  com- 
mon wealth,but  thereby  theNobles  oiEngl and  were 
male-content,  the  Gentry  difcouraged,  the  Com- 
mons divided,the  number  of  our  fervants,the^^# 
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Catholikes  infinitly  encreafed,and  thewhoJeReaime 
of  S nghnd  mightily  oppretfed  ,fo  as  the  fuccefle  of 
our  defigne  was  thereby  no  waies  hindered. 

Now  my  wel-beloved  children,  fervants,Iourney- 
meri/ubje&s, Allies, &  all  my  well-willers  svhomfo- 
€ver,  if  you  could  by  any  Devic^Stratagem,PoIicya 
Money,Friendfhip,  or  any  other  delufive  or  finifter 
means,ftudy  to  diffclve  or  break  up  this  pre  lentPar- 
ljament,wch  would  be  the  onely  way,as  we  conceive 
in  ourDiabolicall  Princely  Wifdome,to  breake  the 
bond  of  peace  &  vnity  amongft  them,and  thereby  to 
move  God  to  leave  them  to  themfelves,  you  fhould 
not  onely  be  enrolled  in  our  everlaftingKalendarfor 
our  deareft  children  and  Subjefts,but  alfo'be  placed 
neere  us  in  our  favour  for  evenand  then  alfo,  to  our 
great  comfort,  our  infemall  Stratagem  might  fpee- 
dily  be  executed  vpon  them,&  ourKingdome  migh- 
tily encreafed  and  enlarged. 

.  Therefore  all  you  my  deare  children,  fubje&s,  at- 
tendants,andAllyes,who  are  willing  to  doe  your  beft 
endeavours  for  the  performing  ofthisEnterprizeiwe 
require  you  to  be  ready  to  take  theOath  ex  officio,  & 
to  lay  your  hands  vpon  the  Book.  Whereupon  with 
a  geherall  acclamation  &  confent,  they  all  promifed 
to  doe  what  poffible  in  them  lay  to  performe  his  rc- 
queft,and  affirmed,thatthey  all  were  willing  to  con- 
fet  to  his  demand, &  therepon  they  layd  their  hands 
vpon  the  Booke.  Then  Pluto  caufing  his  principal  1 
attendants  to  raife  him  a  little  higher  on  hisPillow, 
proceeded  on  this  manner  :  You  my  lovingSubje£ts 
who  have  ftept  afide,and  made  your  legges  your  beft 
protection,  you  alfo  that  are  vnder  the  command  o f 
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the  Black  Rod,  and  you  that  much  feare  youfhali 
bequeftionedthisprefent  Parliament,  and  you  my 
Iourneymen  Patentees?  and  the  reft  of  my  loving 
Subjedts  here  prefent,  are  you  all  willing  to  take  the 
oath  aforefaidfor  the  breaking.vp  of  this  Parliament? 
then  they  all  cryed  vvitk  one  voice  ,  willing  jnoft  ml- 
lingy  long  live  jourHellijhMajejlie.X  beleeve  you  (laid 
Pto^) take  your  hands  from  the  Booke?  I  dare  take 
your  bare  words. Whereupon/* greatCounfell 
was  called  before  his  infernall  Highnefle,and  being 
ailembledtogether,they  all  cocluded?  that  forthwith 
a  Proclamation  fhould  be  lent  abroad  into  all  places 
in  great  Pluto's  name?  the  tenour  whereof  followeth. 

TTOchc  Popci,  out  right  Trufiy  and  wel~ 
beloved  Soane,and  all  thelefuiticallRab- 
blc,aur  adopted  Children,  Co  the  Spaniard 
talLmy  French,  Vutcbpr  what  Nation^coplc, 
orin  what  parts  focver  this  (hall  comc^thefc 
are  to  give  notice,  that  whofoevcr  can  by  a- 
ny  fraud,  friendfhip,  money,  or  any  other 
means  whatfocver,  diflblve  &  breake  vp  thb 
prefenc  Parliament,  That  thereby  great  Pluto 
may  recover  not  oncly  his  former  health,but 
that  hisKingdomes  and  Dominions  may  al- 
io be  enlarged,  he  fli  11  for  fo  memorable  an 
Ad,b«feaccd  inplaccof  Iudicaturc  with  his 
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cfeicfc  Iufticc  Rbadmantus ;  or  next  to  Pluto 
himfelf^andforthvvith  be  madeVice-Roy  of 
Hcll,princc  of  this  world,  Arch-Duke  ofStyx, 
Acherm^icPblegeton^  Marqueflc  of  Cocytus  and 
Lttheyzn&  folc Commander(Vnder  himjof 
all  Infemall  Spirits  and  Furies* 

Andherevnto\we,  the  fajd  Grandplnto  have  fet  our  Hand 
and  Scale  Roy  all  %  in  the  prcfencc  of  all  onr  Children y 
Friends  and ferv ants  aforenamed^ 

E"  This  being  proclaimed  vfith  thundring  Drums,and 
found  ofTrumpets?awaked'the  honeftCountry-man, 
who  having  feen  and  obferved  in  hisDreame^all  thefe 
paflages  and  occurrents,  lay  for  a  while  as  it  were  in 
a  trance,trembling  and  in  a  great  extafie,at  laft  recol- 
lecting his  fenfes,  he  arofe,  and  going  from  his  cham- 
ber to  goe  about  his  bufinefle,  he  met  by  chance  with 
two  of  his  owne  Countrey-men ,  who  had  beene  a 
long  time  encombred  with  Law-fuites,  vntowhom 
he  related  this  his  Dreame,  with  all  the  paffages  a- 
forefaid,  whereat  they  wondering,  and  much  afto- 
niflied,  defired  him  to  deliver  vnto  them  a  Copie 
thereof  in  writing,  which  he  promifed,  and  perfor- 
med the  next  day  following. 
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
